WASHINGTON (A P)—Speak­ 
er John W. McCormack hinted 
today that adjournm ent for Con­ 
gress was near as he shortened 
the list of business left to be 
done. 
At his noon news conference, 
McCormack said it was proba­

Johnson’s 
Appalachian aid bill could not 
be considered before adjourn­ 
m ent. 
With

health care for the aged already 
evidently dead for this session 
as a result of a deadlock by 
House 
and 
Senate 
conferees, 
this would have Congress with 
only a few item s of business. 
Adjournm ent 
could 
come 
by 
Saturday.

“ Under 
the circum stances,” 
McCormack said, “ it is doubtful 
that anything but the appropria­ 
tions bills and the foreign aid 
authorization will be considered 
before Congress adjourns.”

A ustralia and the second longest 
in antarctic aviation history. 
The ski-equipped 65-ton Her­ 
cules was scheduled to land at

Melbourne but was re­ 
routed to Byrd Station because 
of bad weather. It carried a 14- 
m an crew. 
The flight was made over the 
south pole, where 22 U.S. scien­ 
tists and Navy men are staffing 
Amundsen-Scott

sta ­ 
tion. The Hercules parachuted a 
50-pound package of mail to the 
atation. 


Silver Coin 
Change Eyed 


Precious Metal 
Could Be Reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Treasury is considering propos­ 
als to reduce or eliminate the 
silver in silver coins, authorita­ 
tive sources said today. 
The change in the nation’s 
basic silver policy would re­ 
quire several 
years. 
Officials 
apparently 
are 
undecided 
whether to 
ask 
Congress 
to 
merely reduce the amount of 
silver in coins, or to replace it 
with another metal. 
However, there seems to be 
no doubt that the present high 
rate of coinage will consume the 
T reasury’s stockpile in a few 
years. 
Ironically, the recognition of a 
silver shortage comes shortly 
after 
Congress 
directed 
the 
Mint to resum e production 
of 
silver dollars for the first tim e 
in 30 years. The 45 million cart­ 
wheels will contain more than 
32 million ounces of silver. 
The 
potential 
shortage 
of 
silver is related to the shortage 
of coins but it is far more bas­ 
ic, long-range problem, than the 
tem porary pinch in coins. 
Treasury officials believe they 
have time to wrestle with the 
many-sided 
problem 
because 
government supplies total about 
1.35 
billion 
ounces. 
This 
is 
enough to supply non-Commu- 
nist world dem ands for several 
years — but the demand 
is 
growing 
and 
officials 
believe 
action should be taken in ad­ 
vance of the danger point. 
They have been studying the 
problem of changing the metal 
content of dim es, quarters and 
half-dollars 
— the 
ones 
that 
contain silver •— for more than 
a year. 
Here are some aspects of the 
dilem m a: 
An 
announcement 
that 
the 
silver content of coins would be 
reduced 
might 
cause 
more 
hoarding and collecting of the 
present silver coins. 
The more drastic action of 
eliminating silver from coinage 
altogether 
apparently 
would 
leave a plentiful supply of the 
metal since 
the 
Mint 
is 
the 
world’s biggest consumer, but it 
might drop the price to a point 
where silver producers would be 
discouraged. 
If no action is taken, the price 
of silver would jum p as soon as 
the Treasury supply is exhaust 
ed. lf it rises very far above 
$1.29 it would be profitable to 
melt silver dollars. 


Except for a flurry of short 
supplies during the early days 
of the boycott the m ajor term i­ 
nal livestock m arkets reported 
little

But Staley charged: “ Report­ 
ed receipts figures tabulated by 
processors and m arketing inter­ 
ests during the holding action 
have been ridiculous.”

“ Many 
more 
farm ers have joined the NFO.” 
No one would say how much 
livestock NFO men now will be 
sending to m arket and what the 
im pact on prices will be. The 
organization does not disclose 
its membership. 
Staley cautioned m em bers not 
to dump their supplies. At Chi­ 
cago Thursday cattle and hog 
prices were about the sam e as 
before Aug. 20 and were around 
$6 a hundredweight under mini, 
mums the NFO sought. 
Staley advised m em bers not 
to sell anything until the m arket 
price has been established on 
the day they plan to sell. 
“ Keep production away from 
the 
term inal 
m arkets 
where 
receipts figures are given all 
the publicity and will be used to 
depress prices,” he said. 
The NFO disclaimed responsi­ 
bility for much of the violence 
that occurred in Septem ber in 
Minnesota, Illinois, Iowa, Wis­ 
consin, Nebraska, Missouri and 
other states and blamed outsid­ 
ers. 
There was a steady stream of 
scattered reports from livestock 
truckers that shots were fired at 
their vehicles or that their tires 
were cut by devices thrown on 
the highways.

PHILADELPHIA (A P) - Tile 
battle against teen-age drinking 
is going well in Pennsylvania 
thanks to a 1963 law and alert 
police and tavern operators. 
A boy or girl under 21 may 
still be able to drink a beer at a 
party or use false identification 
to get a highball at a bar, but 
because of the new law he risks 
a trip to jail or a stiff fine. Be­ 
fore, 
the 
worst 
punishment 
could be a light penalty for 
disorderly conduct. 
“ I think this law could stamp 
out our problem with minors in 
three years,” says Bill T. Plasti- 
no, Lancaster tavern operator. 
His comment is typical of most

The new law stipulates that 
minors—-those under 21 — who

Hilda Is Aimed 
At louisiana 


50,000 Evacuated 
From Area Already 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
Hurricane 
Hilda 
hurled 
her 
scream ing 
150-mile 
winds 
to­ 
ward the deserted m arshlands 
of the Louisiana Gulf coast to­ 
day. More than 50,000 residents 
moved inland to safety. 
National 
Guardsm en 
rushed 
in to aid in the m ass evacuation 
as the season’s most powerful 
hurricane 
began 
a 
slow 
and 
ominous turn toward the central 
Louisiana coast. 
Althouth Hilda’s center was 
still m o r e than 200 miles o f f- 
shore in the Gulf of Mexico, 
heavy rains and squalls were 
buffeting the coastal regions by 
midmorning. 
“ There have been 50,000 evac­ 
uated already,” said Frank G. 
Spiess, acting state Civil De­ 
fense director. “ There will be 
more if this thing keeps coming 
in this w ay.” 
The 
W eather 
Bureau’s 
lo 
a.m ., CST, advisory, said Hilda 
was centered about 240 miles 
south-southwest of New Orleans 
and moving north-northwest to 
north at about seven rn des. per 
hour. 
The nearest point of land to 
Hilda was M arsh Island, a wild­ 
life refuge some 200 miles north 
of the hurricane’s eye — the 
calm 
center which 
spins out 
furious winds. 
The W eather Bureau forecast­ 
ers said Hilda was still too far 
offshore to predict where she 
would strike the coast. 
Rem em bering 
killer 
hurri­ 
canes of the past, thousands fled 
their 
homes, 
leaving 
virtual 
ghost towns behind them. 
The thriving seaport of Mor­ 
gan City — shore-based head­ 
quarters for much of the billion- 
dollar oil drilling operations in 
the Gulf — was almost deserted. 
Many com m ercial shrim p boats 
call Morgan City, which has a 
population of 14,000, their home 
port. 
Rising tides were forecast all 
along the Louisiana coast with 
Cam eron — where Hurricane 
Audrey killed more than 500 in 
1957 
— 
reporting 
a 
3.5-foot 
swell. 
Autliorities ordered complete 
evacuation of Morgan City and 
Franklin in St. Mary Paris. 
U.S. 90 west of Morgan City 
was reported closed to traffic by 
rising water. 
Hilda, 
first 
Gulf 
hurricane 
this 
season, 
churned 
slowly 
forward at seven miles an hour. 
The latest advisory said Hil­ 
d a ’s eye 
— the calm center 
which spins out howling winds 
at 150 m.p.h. — would continue 
moving 
north-northwestward 
during the next few hours and 
then a slow turn to a more 
northerly course is indicated. 
H urricane warning flags were 
hoisted along all of the Louist 
ana coast west of the mouth of 
the Mississippi River.

Iowa sailor’s letter home and a 
newspaper reporter’s diligence 
prompted the Defense Depart 
meat today to identify the two 
U.S. destroyers involved in last 
month’s Gulf of Tonkin shooting 
incident. 
The Pentagon in Washington 
identified the ships as the Ed­ 
wards and the Morton. This con­ 
firmed information in a letter 
written by Jam es J. Kress, 
fireman aboard the Edwards, to 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Jo­ 
seph Kress of Dubuque. 
Neil Shively, reporter for the 
Dubuque Telegraph-Herald, had 
called the letter to the Defense 
D epartm ent’s 
attention 
a n d 
asked for confirmation. 
Up to now, the departm ent had 
refused to identify the destroy­ 
ers, which it said fired on four 
unidentified vessels that men­ 
aced them 42 miles off Commu­ 
nist North Viet Nam Sept. 18. 
In his letter Kress wrote: “ We 
picked up about seven contacts 
on the radar screen. The Ed­ 
wards blew two of them out of 
the water for certain and shot 
up another one. I don’t know if 
the Morton destroyed any or 
not.” 
The engagement occurred be­ 
tween 8 p.m. Sept. 18 and I a.m 
the next day, Kress said 
He said two men aboard the 
Edwards signed statem ents say­ 
ing they saw PT boats, although 
‘I guess the Communists said 
they weren’t PT boats.” 
One PT boat approached to 
within 2,000 yards of the Ed- 
wards before it was sighted and 
destroyed, Kress said. 
He added that there was “ a 
fairly big investigation over it 
aU.”

To Keep Children Healthy

Becky, R o n n i e and Ann — 
three normal, healthy, 
Picka­ 
way County children. Normal 
and healthy, thanks to Commu­ 
nity Fund dollars put to work 
through the Well - Child Clinic. 
Becky, who lives in Ashville 
was born in January of <this 
year and was brought to the 
Well • Child Clinic for the first 
time at the age of two months. 
A comprehensive p e d I a t • 
ric check • up showed she had 
an extremely low blood count 
indicating iron-deficiency. 
During the next three months 
she was given a total of IO iron 
injections. In this period, proper 
diet counseling was given to 
Becky’s mother. 
The result, in August, was that 
Becky was back to normal. If 
her deficiency had not been dis­ 
covered and r e m e d i e d , she 
might have suffered a history of 
anemia or numerous respiratory 
ailments.

NEXT meet Ronnie. He was 
born in Circleville in 1958 and 
first visited the Clinic in 1961. 
For the next two years, in addi­ 
tion to regular physical check­ 
ups at the Clinic, he was immu­ 
nized against smallpox, diphth­ 
eria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio. 
In 1962, Ronnie underwent an 
operation for tonsilitis, with the 
financial responsibility being ac 
cepted by the Well Child Clinic 
That same year, the Clinic was 
able to provide him with much 
n e e d e d and extensive dental 
work. 
Ronnie started school this fall 
and thus terminated his associa­ 
tion with the Clinic with a pre­ 
school physical. 
Ann, from Circleville, also be­ 
gan attending the Clinic in 1961. 
She received benefit from the 
full Clinic 
immunization pro­ 
gram. 
... 
Under the Clinic program this 
year, Ann underwent a Tonsil­ 
lectomy and was provided with 
corrective lenses after a thor­ 
ough eye examination. 
During a pre • school physi­ 
cal this fall, a hearing defic­ 
iency was discovered. As a re­ 
sult of this discovery, Ann will 
receive special a t t e n t i o n 
throughout her schooling. 
These are but three of a long 
list having received similar aid 
from the Pickaway County Well- 
Cluld Clinic. They, like many 
other children, received import­ 
ant medical aid during their cri­ 
tical formative years. 
In each of the cases listed here 
the families did not qualify for 
welfare aid. Yet they could not 
have c o v e r e d the expense 
of s i m i l a r medical attention 
from their own resources.

THE Well - Child Clinic was 
organized in 1959, with the ex­ 
press purpose of providing nec­ 
essary medical aid to pre-school 
c h i l d r e n of those families fi­ 
nancially unable to provide such 
care. To date, 802 children have 
been admitted to the C l i n i c , 
with the present list of active 
patients totaling 450. 
Admittance to the Clinic is ob­ 
tained by family request, physi­ 
cian’s referral, or through the 
welfare agency. Once a child 
has been accepted, he will be 
routinely scheduled to visit clin­ 
ic meetings which are held on 
the second Wednesday of each 
month at Berger Hospital. 
During the child’s first tw o 
years, he will visit the Clinic at 
least e v e r y 2-3 months. Be­ 
tween two years and school age, 
the child 
will receive yearly 
physical check-ups. 
During the child's affilia­ 
tion with the Clinic, he receiv­ 
ed pediatric care along with a 
full immunization program. If 
necessary, he will also receive 
medical or surgical treatment, 
dental care, orthopedic care 
and or corrective aids f o r 
eye and ear deficiencies. 
With the pre-school examina­ 
tion, the child then completes 
his Clinic program. The medical 
history up to this point is made 
available to the school nurse. 
The Well Child Clinic Staff is 
composed o f an extraordinary 
list of capable, able - bodied vol­ 
unteers. Among these, the Pick­ 
away County Medical A s s n . 
provides the Clinic with the ser­ 
vices of one of their members 
for each clinic.* • * 
THE Pickaway County Dental 
Assn. provides dentists to ex­ 


amine the children. 
In addition, t h e Pickaway 
County Registered Nurses Assn. 
provides two or t h r e e RN’s as 
requested for each clinic held. 
The Gray L a d y organization 
under auspices of the local Red 
Cross 
Chapter, 
provides well 
trained volunteers to assist at 
the Clinic whenever requested. 
Transportation for the children, 
to and from the Clinic, is fur­ 
nished by inerested local wom­ 
en. 
The O h i o Deparment of 
Health consistently provides 
the Clinic with the services of 
one of their nutritionists to 
counsel mothers of children 
with grave nutritional prob­ 
lems. 
During 1963, the Clinic offered 
services to 668 children and was 
able to administer 809 im muni 
zations. 
Other, more specific services 
included: two children provid­ 
ed with orthopedic shoes; seven 
c h i l d r e n furnished 
w i t h 
glasses; two children received 
surgical repairs of hernias; nine 
children had tonsils and ad­ 
enoids r e m o v e d ; 34 children 
were provided with drugs f o r 
specific medical care; and 16 
children were admitted to the 
hospital for specific 
medical, 
surgical or clinical care.

IN COOPERATION with the 
Salvation Army, the Clinic also 
provided campers with a physi­ 
cal examination and whatever 
immunizations needed to make 
them eligible for the Salvation 
Army Summer Camp. 
The list of Well-Child Clinic 
services is long and impressive 
The need for these services is of 
doubtless importance. Success of 
the C l i n i c is in the public’s 
hands.

' Re-Wiring' 
May 
Help 
Paraplegics 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah (AP) 
— A neurosurgeon at the Uni­ 
versity of Utah College of Medi­ 
cine is working on a new “re­ 
wiring” technique that may of­ 
fer hope to the paraplegic. 
Dr. Theodore S. Roberts is 
cautious when he talks about 
the results. 
The acting chairman of the 
college’s division of neurosur­ 
gery works mostly with cats 
where the spinal cord is dam­ 
aged and the nerve connections 
are cut off between the brain 
and the lower part of the body. 
That can happen to a person 
in a car or industrial accident. 
He is paralyzed from the shoul­ 
der down — no movement or 
feeling in his legs. 
Dr. Roberts, a University of 
Wisconsin graduate, takes the 
nerves running along the ribs— 
the intercostal nerves — that 
are above the damaged spot 
and ties them up with the inter- 
costals below the damaged spot. 
These 
intercostal 
n e r v e s 
branching off from the cord 
thus are given the role of re­ 
placing, in part, the function of 
the nerve fibers which run down 
the cord—the ones which have 
been cut off. 
Dr. Roberts tried this on a 
human patient who had been 
paralyzed by an accident seven 
years before and said the pa­ 
tient told him he is now able to 
feel more sensation in his legs 
and move them better.

PAUL’S CONCERN TOR THE PURITY OE TEACHING 
AND CONDUCT THROUGHOUT THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH 


Scripture—-I Timothy 1:1*11; l l Timothy 1:1,1; Titus 1:1, 4.:

THE PASTORAL Epistles as­ 
signed for the last quarter are, 
somewhat, a parallel to the 
final addresses given by the 
great leaders of Israel—Moses, 
Joshua and Samuel-—a t the time 
of their departure. Paul wrote 
them shortly before his death 
and they are wholly concerned 
with the conduct of Christian 
pastors in the then existing 
churches, and those that were 
to follow. 
' 
The Pastoral Epistles are im* 
port ant for several reasons. 
They are the final comunica- 
tions of the greatest missionary 
; and apostle which the church. 
has ever known; they contain 
the most fully developed discus­ 
sion of the qualifications for 
church officers to be found in 
the New Testament; they are 
a fully developed treatment of 
the nature and purpose of the 
Scriptures; and they are the 
fullest instructions of a minister 
of the gospel to be found in the 
divine records. 
All of Paul’s epistles begin 
with similar greetings, personal, 


stand the great revelation they 
were trying to teach and the 
result was bombastic wordiness 
and quarrels over trival matters 
which would lead to the passing 
by of the great truths of the 
faith. 
This teaching of an unsound 
gospel was contrary to Chris­ 
tian doctrine and as great a sin 
as those breaking the Ten Com­ 
mandments, and here Paul di­ 
gresses to catalogue several 
types of sins also in absolute 
contradiction to Christian teach­ 
ing. The Law, he asserts, stands 
in judgment upon them all. 
He concludes this paragraph 
with an exalted statement re­ 
garding the glory of God, that 
blessed state which those who 
obey the true gospel may a t­ 
tain. Perhaps the apostle found 
it necessary to recharge God’s 
glory with its old force because 
of the Ephesians’ attempt to 
teach an unsound gospel. 
In Paul’s second letter to Tim­ 
othy, the salutation is almost 
identical with that of the first, 
emphasizing the truth of Jesus 
Christ,

In his greeting to Timothy, 
we have a new title for the 
Lord Jesus: "our Savior;” and 
a placing of God the Father and 
God the Son In a relationship 
of equality. Paul’s apostolic au­ 
thority and genuine love for 
Timothy are shown in his call­ 
ing down upon him of God’s 
favor, loving kindness and sal- 
ration. 
Because Timothy's mission to 
the Ephesian church was prob­ 
ably the most difficult task im­ 
posed on this disciple, Paul bul­ 
warks his position there by re ­ 
minding him that he is the man 
of authority, the one commis­ 
sioned to prevent false teachers 
from exercising influence in the 
church. Paul seems aware that 
some in Timothy’s church have 
turned away from a Christian 
life of solid faith, pure heart 
and good conscience, becoming 
self-appointed teachers of an 
unsound gospel. 
These persons did not under­ 


unique phrase, "according to 
the promise of the life which is 
in Jesus Christ” No doubt this 
Is a double reference, first to 
the Messianic prophecies of the 
Old Testament, and also to the 
New Testament’s many, many 
promises that "he that believeth 
on the Son hath life eternal.” 
Paul’s letter to Titus opens 
with a similar salutation, where­ 
in Paul refers to himself as 
God’s servant, implying his dual 
obedience to God and His Son. 
As the apostle, had called Tim­ 
othy his "true child in faith,” 
he refers to Titus here as "my 
true child after & common 
faith.” 
Both Timothy and Titus were 
Paul’s children because it was 
to the apostle they owed their 
spiritual lives. The word faith 
indicates they shared a true 
knowledge of God and His 
promises, a hearty confidence in 
Him and in His redemptive, 
Christ-centered love. 
Upon all such children, Paul 
pronounces God’s great grace, 
mercy and peace.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con 
gress reacts with fierce activity 
to disaster in the presidency. 
When the shock dwindles, so 
does the activity in a kind of 
dreamy optimism as if it can’t 
happen again. 
That’s about the best explana­ 
tion for why Congress has daw­ 
dled so long about presidential 
disability and providing a vice 
president when there isn’t one. 
When 
President 
Eisenhower 
suffered his heart attack in 1955 
Congress felt forced to consider 
a question which was as old as 
the country but had always been 
left hanging: 
If a president is disabled, how 
does a vice president take his 
job back if he recovers? 
Congress 
beat 
this 
one 
around, answering nothing. In 
the end Eisenhower and his vice 
president, 
Richard M. Nixon, 
worked out an agreement be 
tween them. So did President 
Kennedy 
and 
Vice 
President 
Lyndon B. Johnson later. 
Then Kennedy was assassi­ 
nated last November, Johnson 
moved into the presidency, and 
the country was left without a 
vice 
president. 
That 
caused 
some more intense soul-search­ 
ing in Congress. 
Under a law passed in 1947 if 
there is a president, but no vice 
president, 
and 
the 
president 
dies, he will be succeeded by 
the Speaker of the House. Right 
now the speaker is 72-year-old 
John McCormack of Massachu- 
setts. 
But there was a lot of discon­ 
tent with the thought that a man 
as old as McCormack should 
automatically 
become 
presi­ 
dent, if the president died, sim­ 
ply because there was no vice 
president.

to the states for approval — 
three-fourths of the state legis­ 
latures must approve — unless 
both House and Senate have 
voted for the amendment. 
Til is year the House won’t 
have time to act on it before it 
quits. Since this is the 88th Con­ 
gress finishing up its work now, 
in the 89th Congress next year 
the new Senate will have to 
approve 
the 
amendment 
all 
over again and the House will 
still have to approve. 
So there will be no answer at 
least before next year. In the 
meantime, the country has no 
vice president. And if Johnson 
died before the president elect­ 
ed next month is sworn in by 
next 
January, 
McCormack 
would be the president. 
But there is something else 
which

Johnson, like Eisenhower, also 
had a heart attack in 1955. He’s 
56 now and apparently in excel- 
lent health.

4 Candidates 
Urged To Shun 
Crowd Risks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Majority 
Leader 
Mike 
Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., has urged Pres­ 
ident Johnson, Republican pres­ 
idential nominee Barry Gold wa­ 
ter and their vice presidential 
running m ates to avoid risking 
their lives by imprudent ming­ 
ling with cam paign crowds. 
With a grim reference to the 
W arren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, the Senate 
Democratic leader urged all of 
m ajor candidates “ to avoid ex­ 
posing them selves unnecessarily 
to this danger.” 
“ The W arren report under­ 
scores American political his­ 
tory in showing that the disas­ 
ter of an assassination of a na­ 
tional figure not only can be, 
but is likely to be the work of a 
single warped mind,” Mansfield 
told the Senate in prepared re­ 
m arks. 
He urged the candidates to 
comply with security safeguards 
of the Secret Service and other 
police officials and protectors. 
“It is a m atter of basic prud­ 
ence and has nothing whatever 
to do with personal courage or 
confidence in the people of the 
United States,” he saiu. 
Mansfield noted that a nation­ 
al cam paign requires that the 
m a j o r 
candidates 
“ present 
themselves in person throughout 
the nation.” 
But he said the W arren Com­ 
mission found that precautions 
can and should be taken “to re­ 
duce the risks to the President 
and other candidates.” 
“ It is imperitive to do what­ 
ever may be reasonably done to 
avoid a catastrophe,” he said. 
Johnson has frequently ming­ 
led with cam paign crowds in ap­ 
parent disregard of his Secret 
Service and police guards and 
the W arren report. 
“ Much of the responsibility 
rests with the President and the 
candidates them selves,” Mans­ 
field said. 
“ I repeat, I strongly urge all 
of them in the interests of the 
nation to follow the procedures 
designed to provide for their 
safety, even if at tim es it means 
leaving a few hands unshaken 
or some autograph books un­ 
signed,” Mansfield added.

Statistics compiled by Penn­ 
sylvania’s Liquor Control Board 
show that the law has cut in half 
charges against taprooms for 
selling to minors.
